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Clashes in Caracas 
after opposition mayors 
arrested 


CARACAS (AFP) - Demon¬ 
strators clashed with not po¬ 
lice m Caracas on Thursday 
after a march against the ar¬ 
rest of two opposition may¬ 
ors accused of failing to stop 
violence in protests that have 
ro eked Venezuela. 

Some 3,DQQ people had 
rallied against the socialist 
government of President 
Nicolas Madura before a 
subgroup of protesters threw 
rocks at police who re¬ 
sponded with tear gas and 
water cannons. 

The skirmish ended a 
three-day lull in violence 
after the military removed 
hardline protesters from a 
plazam a Caracas opposition 
stronghold 

Maduro's government has 
been the target of near daily 
protests fueled by public 
anger over soaring crime, 
hyper inflation, shortages of 
such basic goods as toilet 


paper and further stoked by 
heavy-handed police tactics 

The president, who suc¬ 
ceeded late leftist leader 
Hugo Chavez last year, has 
combined calls for dialogue 
with a hard stance against op¬ 
position rivals and demon¬ 
strators. 

"They talk about peace 
and continue sending contra¬ 
dictory signals Yesterday 
(Wednesday) they arrested 
two mayors, of course it’s a 
provocation," said Alejandro 
Solis, a civil engineering stu¬ 
dent at the protest.

Beware of Sen or Gabilan Piscador

The old saying “One is never 
too old to learn" is true today 
as it was a decade ago For 
instance, at the ripe age of 96, 
I am still learning One of my 
most traumatic learning ex¬ 
periences occurred this 
Christmas. 1 cannot help but 
share it with you. 

It has to do with a beauti¬ 
ful bird which has received 
honors by being an AIG’s 
2D 14 calendar - January 
page Its common name on 
Aruba is Gabilan Piscador, 
but most commonly. Osprey 
or sometimes chicken hawk 
Admire this bird but BE¬ 
WARE! Its beautiful colors 
are deceptive. Under its 
feathers lies a heart that is vi¬ 
cious and fearless Its long, 
curved, sharply-pointed 
talons could sink into the 
thickest skin Its sharp, 
curved beak could make 
min c em e at o f any meat It i s 
a shrewd tactician attacking 
only from behind when its 
target is moving away. 
Though undisturbed, it would 
mercilessly attack any mov¬ 
ing creature irrespectively of 
size, human beings included. 

A few months ago, a 
friend told me he was barely 


able to escape while in his 
yard in San Barbala. I en¬ 
joyed the report not knowing 
that mine would soon came 
It came the day before Christ¬ 
mas. My daughter was out¬ 
door watering plants, when, 
Dut of nowhere, a bird 


swooped down on 
her head, repeat¬ 
edly, forcing her to 
flee, screaming and 
flaring away with 
her hands. (It was 
fun seeing her m 
such a frenzy) The 
following day, 
while watering my 
plants, enjovmg the 
5:00 p m. weather, 
and humming the 
song: ““What a 

wonderful world,” 
the bird - which 
was sitting Dn an 
overhead electrical 
cable nearby - 
swooped down and 
landed on my head 
I was able to knock 
it dawn with my 
hands. It fell on the 
ground, stunned I 
tried to whack it 
with one of my 
shoes, but it took 
off, seemingly un¬ 
hurt. But it left me with a 
bleeding scar under my right 
eye, and perhaps a blood 
pressure of over 150. 

The following day - 
Christmas Day - my daugh¬ 
ter and I saw the bird in the 
patio harassing our two cats 


My daughter was able to take 
a few photo shots. Then I was 
attacked I was armed with a 
fly swatter I made contact. 
The bird fell on the floor, 
stunned 1 tried to swat it 
again, but it took off. 

My daughter swore that 
she'd killed the son of a 
She ridiculed me for trying to 
kill it with a fly swatter. The 
following day she came and 
arm ed h ers el f with o ne a f my 
frying pans. 1 suggested that 
I should carry the pan be¬ 
cause I would be better able 
to contact the bird before it 
touched down. "No* Nd<” 
she said, bearing in her mind 
that m my frail condition 3 
would surely miss the bird, 
but not her head. 

We went outside. The bird 
was an an electric cable, evi¬ 
dently waiting far us, this 
time in company with an- 
a th er o f hi s km d Evi d ently, 
he had brought reinforce¬ 
ment. When about 5 meters 
away it swooped down on 
my daughter who tried to 
fend it off with the pan, but 
did not make contact. The 
bird kept attacking My 
daughter took refuge in the 
porch, the bird folio wing, de¬ 
termined to make mincemeat 


of her head. Then, she made 
contact The bird fell an the 
floor, stunned. My daughter's 
killer instinct flared. Several 
blows with the pan and the 
final one with an iron tool 
nearby brought an end to Mr. 
Gabilan He now lies in the 
pan on a wall in the sun, I 
have not seen his mate since 

1 address him as a male, 
because on Aruba it is said 
that only the male Gabilan at¬ 
tacks.

However, there are many re¬ 
ports on the Internet that say 
that female, too, attack, 
sometimes more ferociously 
than males According to the 
Internet, the natural habitat of 
the Osprey is the cold north. 
They migrate to the tropics 
during the winter Their sole 
diet is fish, therefore, live 
near lake- and seaside But 
they would not turn down ro - 
dents, rabbits, hares, other 
birds and small reptiles And 
sometimes see a human head 
as dinner. 

The above account is un¬ 
believable but true in every 
detail. Believe it and beware 
of Senor Gabilan Fiscadar. 
And, if you encounter one, 
arm yourself with a hying 
pan, not a fly swatter. And 
sing out loud “Gabilan, 
Gabilan go back to Maine. 
And never return to duslii 
Aruba again.”

EDITOR S NOTE; Os¬ 
preys are known to swoop 
dawn on people getting 
close to their nests. The 
good news is ospreys will let 
y ou know when you get too 
close. They are not strong 
silent types. They are gre¬ 
garious—if you are bugging 
them they'll let you know. 
But they also let you know 
about anything else they 
are feeling. They aren't shy. 
For human beings, espe¬ 
cially birdwatcliing human 
beings, they are a delight, 
since they don't seem to 
mind us being voyeurs. 
They do everything in the 
open—including building 
then’ nests f learning to fly, 
feeding their young, and 
breeding, If you happen to 
find an osprey on its nest, 
try to make your visit a 
short one. You will know if 
you are too dose because 
the osprey will cry out re¬ 
peatedly and keep circling 
the nest.

"The Venezuelan government 
should stop the violence 
against its citizens and oppo¬ 
sition officials who are exer¬ 
cising their freedom of 
speech,” said US State De¬ 
partment spokesman Jen 
Psaki. 

"We call, again, an the 
Venezuelan government to 
release those it has unjustly 
jailed, lift restrictions on free¬ 
dom of the press and engage 
in an authentically inclusive 
dialogue with Venezuelans 
across the political spec¬ 
trum,' she said 

The protests have mainly 
taken place m middle-cl ass 
opposition strongholds and 
Maduro still enjoys support 
among Venezuela's larger, 
poor population, allowing 
him to weather the weeks- 
long protests that have left 31 
people dead, according to of¬ 
ficial figures 

- Crackdown on defiant 
mayors - 

The latest demonstration 
was organized a day after do¬ 
mestic intelligence agents ar¬ 
rested Daniel Cebalios, the 
mayor of San Cristobal, the 
western city where the first 
protests erupted on February 
4 

Students launched the first, 
protest in San Cristobal to 
decry crime after the at¬ 
tempted rape of a young 
woman. The demonstrations 
then spread to other major 
cities 

Interior Minister Miguel 
Rodriguez accused Ceb alias 
of encouraging "civilian re¬ 
bellion" and backing vio¬ 
lence m his city, an 
opposition bastion where stu¬ 
dents and residents have built 
barn cades to defy the author¬ 
ities 

Separately, the mayor of 
the northern town of San 
Diego, Enzo Scarano, was 
stripped of Ins post by the 


Supreme Court and sen¬ 
tenced to 1D months in prison 
on charges that he failed in 
his duty to stop public disor¬ 
der during protests. 

In San Diego, hundreds of 
Scarano's followers gathered 
in public squares while barri¬ 
cades were built in several 
streets. The National Elec¬ 
toral Council called new 
polls to replace the ousted 
mayor. 

Gonzalo Hrniiob, director 
dE the Penal Forum NGO, 
’wrote an Twitter that 
Scarano's arrest was a "judi¬ 
cial aberration ' 

The two politicians were 
locked up at the Ramo Verde 
military pnson outside the 
capital, the same site where 
the authorities are holding 
opposition leader Leopolda 
Lopez, who has promoted 
protests aimed at ousting 
Maduro. 

The ruling party m the 
unicameral national assem¬ 
bly voted to request a probe 
of another opposition figure, 
legislator Maria Carina 
Machado, accusing her of 
"instigating delinquency, 
treason, terrorism and homi¬ 
cide." 

- Dialogue or 1 smoke 
screen'? - 

The crackdown on oppo¬ 
sition figures contrasts w r ith 
Madura's call for rivals to 
join a "peace conference.' 

The mam opposition re¬ 
fuses to join the dialogue 
until the government frees 
more than 1GD protesters who 
remain behind bars. 

'The contradictions are 
typical of such regimes that 
find their strength m repres¬ 
sion,” political analyst Mer¬ 
cedes Rill do de Bnceno told 
AFP. 

She called the govern¬ 
ment's call for dialogue a 
"smoke screen" to "satisfy its 
audience, its people.'

Australia resumes ocean search 
for possible plane debris 


CANBERRA (AFP) - Aus¬ 
tralia prepared to resume its 
search Friday for possible 
plane wreckage £ Dating m a 
remote and stormy section of 
the Indian Ocean, as the vast 
international hunt for a miss¬ 
ing passenger jet entered its 
13th day. 

Surveillance aircraft on 
Thursday detected a pair of 
floating objects captured by 
satellite imagery, which Aus¬ 
tralia and Malaysia guard¬ 
edly called a "credible" lead 
m the baffling mystery sur¬ 
rounding missing Malaysia 
Airlines Flight 370. 

The Australian-led search 
was due to restart at first, light, 
as a Norwegian merchant ship 
arrived in the target area about 
3,5 DO kilometres (1,500 
miles) southwest of Perth, 
after warnings of poor 
weather conditions and lim¬ 
ited visibility 

Four aircraft suspended 


their search at nightfall 
Thursday without any sight¬ 
ing of tlie possible debris 
after scouring a 23,00 D - 
square-kilometre (3,900- 
square-mile) area where the 
grainy images were snapped, 
th e Au strali an M aritim e 
Safety Authority said 

Two planes came from 
Australia, one from New 
Zealand and one was a US 
aircraft, while another mer¬ 
chant ship was en route to 
join Norway's Hoegh St Pe¬ 
tersburg merchant, ship. 

The Australian navy's 
HMAS Success was also 
headed for the area, and 
Britain sent a naval survey 
ship, HMS Echo.

Catherine Ashton describing 
them as "substantive and use- 
fur 

The next round is sched¬ 
uled for April 7 m the quest for 
a long-term deal by a July 20 
target, date set under an interim 
agreement reached last No- 
vemb er. 

Hie six powers -- Britain, 
China, France, Russia and the 
United States plus Germany — 
want Iran to reduce perma¬ 
nently, or at least for a long 
trine, the scope of its nuclear 
activities in order to make it 
extremely difficult for it ever 
to develop nuclear weapons.

Spain island eyes world first 
with wind, water power 



MADRID (AFP) - A Spanish island hopes to become the 
first in the world fully powered by renewable energy later 
this y ear when it launches a new wind and water energy 
plant, a spokeswoman said Thursday. The Gorona de 
Vlento plant is due to launch in June on El Hierro, the 
smallest of the Canary Islands off the Atlantic coast of 
Africa, project spokeswoman Cristina Morales told AFP. 
The two sets of turbines, one powered by wind and one 
by water currents, have a capacity of 11.5 megawatts 
each, far exceeding the total eight megawatts used at 
peak times on the island. To test a system of 1 GO percent 
renewable energy, the volcanic island of 273 square kilo- 
metres (107 square miles) "is the ideal place because it 
is so small," Morales added.. The plant cost 30 million 
euros ($110 million) to build and Morales said the local 
government hopes to save the same amount over 20 
years by using this cheaper renewable energy. The is¬ 
land is also expected to cut carbon dioxide emissions 
by 13,700 tonnes and diesel consumption by 3,000 
tonnes.

Japan passes 
record $937 billion 
budget 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan an 
Thursday passed its biggest- 
ever budget, a $937 billiDii 
spending package aimed at 
propping up growth as con¬ 
sumers brace far die country's 
first sales tax use for over 15 
years.

West, Russia trade tit-for-tat

BRUSSELS (AFP) - US Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama an¬ 
nounced a new round of 
punitive measures for 
Moscow's annexation of 
Crimea on Thursday as Eu¬ 
rope's leaders also readied to 
hit back at Russia with fresh 
sanctions 

But in Moscow, where the 
1 o wer house cf p art lament nib - 
ber-stamped die absorption of 
the rebel peninsula, Russia is¬ 
sued its own list of sanctions 
agamst nine US officials, in¬ 
cluding senior political figures 
and presidential aides 

The latest US measures in 
tire worst East-West crisis 
since the Cold War target a 
new list of 2D lawmakers and 
sensor government officials in 
addition to 11 people already 
sanctioned by Washington 

Among those named are top 
businessmen close to President 
Vladimir Putin such as billion¬ 
aires Gennady Timchenko, 
Arkady Ratenberg and Eons 
Rotenberg plus a bank used by 
close associates 

In turn, Moscow listed 
Obama aides Caroline Atkin¬ 
son, Daniel Pfeiffer and Ben¬ 
jamin Rhodes and senators 
Mary Landneu, John McCain 
and Daniel Coats 

In Brussels, where the 23- 
nation European Union was 
gathering for its second sum¬ 
mit on Ukraine in less than two 
we ek s, French Pre si d ent Fr an¬ 
cois Ho 11 ande said: "Borders 
cannot be redrawn and a re¬ 
gion allowed to pass flam one 
nation to another without a re¬ 
sponse." 

Ho 11 ande said the bloc's 
leaders would announce flesh 
sanctions at the two-day meet¬ 
ing “against a certain number 


Df figures" and would cancel 
an EU-Russia summit planned 
for June 

The EU sanctions target at 
least 12 individuals, "ail of 
them Russian,* and all highly- 
placed, including advisers to 
Putin "but there are no govern¬ 
ment ministers" among them, 
said a diplomat speaking on 
condition of anonymity 

The fist includes Deputy 
Prime Minister Dmitry Ro¬ 
gozin, who heads Russia's Mil¬ 
itary - Indu stn al C ommi ssi o n 
and is among those targeted by 
the United States 

But EU nations, heavily de¬ 
pendent on Russian oil and gas.

PRETORIA (AFP) - Oscar Pistorius plans to sell the up¬ 
market $460,000 Pretoria house where he shot dead his 
girlfriend last year to cover the legal fees for his murder 
trial, his lawyer said Thursday. Pistorius has not returned 
to the modern, two-storey house since he fatally shot his 
girlfriend Reeva Steenkamp there on Valentine's Day last 
year. Estate agent Ansie Louw, who is handling the sale, 
told AFP the house will be sold in a closed bid. The bid 
price was not disclosed, but the property should not go 
for less than five million rand ($480,000, 330,000 euro), 
she added. The Paralympic athlete has been paying his 
own legal fees since the shooting incident, according to 
Webber's statement The costs - reportedly as high as 
$9,000 (6,700 euros) a day -- are said to include at least 
three full-time lawyers in court, ballistics and forensics 
experts as well as an American crime scene reconstruc¬ 
tion company. Since the shooting Pistorius has been liv¬ 
ing at his uncle's house in Pretoria. 



LONDON (AFP) - Usain Bolt is suffering from Jamaica's 
much-criticised drugs policy, according to United States 
Anti-Doping Agency chief executive Travis Tyg art. Bolt's 
fellow Jamaican Veronica Campbell-Brown, the two-time 
Olympic 200 metres champion rested positive for the 
specified substance hydrochlorothiazide last May, but 
she argued the urine sample collected had been compro¬ 
mised and saw a two-year ban overturned by the Court 
of Arbitration for Sport. Tygart said it was wrong that 
Bolt, the world record-holder at both the 100 and 200m 
and a multiple Olympic champion, was constantly having 
to protest his innocence of drug-taking because of 
doubts over the reliability of Jamaica's anti-doping pro¬ 
gramme. Bolt's 9,58 seconds world-record time over 100 
metres and his 19.19s 200m landmark have made him 
one of the most scrutinised athletes of alt time. And while 
Bolt has never tested positive for a banned substance, 
Tygart said the sprinter's position would be bolstered by 
a more robust anti-doping regime in his native Jamaica.

PHOENIX (AFP) - Cincinnati 
Reds closing relief pitcher 
Aroldis Chapman will be side¬ 
lined from six to eight weeks, 
doctors sad Thursday, after he 
was struck by a batted ball in a 
pre-season game 
The 2d-year-old Cub ail eft- 
hander was struck in the head 
by a ball off the bat of Kansas 
City's Salvador Perez in a 
Major League Baseball exhibi¬ 
tion on Wednesday night 
Chapman suffered a fracture 
above his left eye and was 
taken off, lus blood on the 
mound, to a nearby hospital 
where Thursday surgery would 
see a plate inserted into Ins 
head to repair damage. 

Reds manager Bryan Price 
said Thursday that the team 
was happy there was no brain 
damage or a severe eye injury 
and tliat he would b e able to re- 
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sume his career. 

Reds medical director Tim¬ 
othy Kremchek sard Chapman 
could be out of the hospital by 
Saturday and he absolutely 
would be expected to return to 
the mound tins year, but not 
before May 

Reds teammate Brandon 
Phillips tweeted that Chapman 
was awake and smiling when 
he visited the hospital but 


noted, 'Good to see him smile 
but rather see it on the field." 

Chapman suffered the injury 
in the sixth inning but never 
never lost consciousness dur¬ 
ing the incident, which halted 
the game with the Royals lead¬ 
ing the Reds 6 -3.
